Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 52, 56-58 and 61-64 are allowed. 

Regarding Claims 52 and 61 , prior art fails to teach a color electrophoretic 
display comprising: 

"a first reflective surface comprising a first electrode of a first color and a second 
electrode of a second color" and 

"a first display element comprising a plurality of first species of electrophoretic 
particles of said second color"; 

and mirrored limitations for fourth and sixth electrodes and second and third 
species of electrophoretic particles respectively. 

Claims 56-58 depend either directly or indirectly from allowable claim 52. 

Claims 62-64 depend either directly or indirectly from allowable claim 61 .
